TENNESSEE DEATH LIST GROWING 


Gales on the great lakes and tornadoes on 
land caused serious loss of life and property 
yesterday. To the north, east, south, and 
west of Chicago the storms raged, sinking 
yessels or driving them ashore on the in- 
jand seas and wrecking hundreds of houses 
in towns visited by the high winds. Rivers 

turned into torrents and bridges car- 
away. 

During the last twenty-four hours the 


_ telegraph service between Cleveland, Chi- 


cago, Buffalo, and Columbus has been badly 
crippled as the result of the storm. The 
wind knocked down telegraph wires between 
Buffalo and Chicago, and Cleveland and 
Columbus, and an army of linemen has been 
gent out to repair the damage. 

On the northern tier of lakes the hurricane 


was most severe, numerous disasters to ship- 


ping being reported. Hundreds of vessels, 
warned of the peril, remained in port and 
refused to risk the danger of a voyage. 

At Buffalo, on Lake Erie, the wind reached 
a velocity of eighty miles an hour, and at 
other points it was almost as severe. 

Ohio and Colorado suffered heavy loss from 
tornadoes. In the former State Tippecanoe, 
Bucyrus, Sandusky, Leipsie, anc Lima re- 
ported considerable damage by the wind. 
In the of] fields derricks were blown down, 
sheds wrecked, and tanks damaged. 


| California, too, reports a severe wind and 
2 rain storm, causing joss to shipping along the

Pacific coast. 

Colorado Springs was swept by a seventy- 
mile wind and the streets filled with débris 
from wrecked buildings. Telephones, tele- 
graph, and electric light wires were blown 
down all through the State, so it is impos-

Colorado Springs was in darkness last night 


nd the broken wires made travel in the 
streets dangerous. Utah also reported heavy 
gnow and a blizzard raging. 

The storm which swept Tennessee and 
Mississippi on Tuesday proved more serious 
than at first reported. Up to a late hour last 
night it was known sixty-seven persons had 
been killed and fifty-one injured seriously, | 
with many districts still cut off from com- 
Munication. 


Founders in Lake Bt. Clair. 


Detroit, Mich., Nov. 21.—After pounding 
around in Laue St. Clair for several hours 
this afternoon, fighting the storm which had 
raged all day, the small steam barge Myrtle 
M. Ross foundered and went to the bottom 
three miles to the east of the south end cf 


the ship canal. Captain J. W. Suris and a 


crew of five men and a woman cook were 
rescued from the rigging of the steamer, 
where they had been clinging for over an 
hour, with the heavy seas breaking complete- 
ly over them, by the crew of the steamer 
W. L. Frost. The steam barge Ross was of 
156 tons burden and was bound down from 
Port Huron to Sandusky, O., with coal. 

The steamer Pueblo is ashore at Gros“ 
Pointe. The wrecked Wales went to the res- 
cue, but will have to await better weather 


before beginning work. 


Two Drowned in Saginaw Bay. 

Bay City, Mich., Nov. 21.—Frank Benway 
of this city and William McKay of Kaw- 
kawlin, fishermen, were drowned in Saginaw 
Bay today. They were fishing several miles 
from the shore and a heavy wind-storm 
which suddenly sprang up capsized their 
boat. Both men sank almost instantly. 
William Housner and William Genoaw, who 
had gone to assist the men in raising the 
nets, were unable to assist them after they 
capsized and had a hard struggle to reach 
shore themselves. The heavy wind blew 
them several miles out of their course. 
Housner says that while they. were strug- 
Fung to reach the shore he saw two other 
capsized boats floating in the bay.

DANGER TO GREAT PUMPS 
| 

| 

A break in a water main connected with 
the Sixty-eighth street pumping station at 
10:45 2 ‘clock last night left the district be- 
tween Thirty-ninth street and Hegewisch 
and as far west as Chicago Lawn practically 
without water. After over fours’ seorch the 
leak was located at Eighty-sixth street and 
Yates avenue. It puny can be repaired 
this morning. 

The Fire department Was notified at once 
and extra precautions were taken to guard 
against fire. Should a blaze gain much head- 
way before the break is repaired it would 
hardly be possible to check it. 

The district affected by the break includes 
Hyde Park, with its many large residences, 
Pullman with its acres ef car shops, and 
South Chicago's blast furnaces and 
steel mills. 

At 8 a. m. Engineer Burgess estimated that 
over 8,000,000 gallons of water had gushed 
out of the broken main. With five engines 
pumping to their capacity the pressure was 
far below normal. 


Cannot Break. 


The strange phase of the situation is that 
the leak could not be located quickly. Every 
policeman in the affected region was search- 
ing for the break within an hour but for 
hours searched in vain. 

Officials of the Water department declared 
that the break must be in a 86-inch main, 
and as this would send a small river to the 
surface decided the break must be in one of 
the country districts supplied by the Sixty- 
éighth street station. 

They declared that had the break occurred 
near any large building it would have been 
undermined in a few minutes. : 


Big Engines Imperiled. 

The break in the main came near wrecking 
the mammoth pumps at the Sixty-elghth 
street station, mu as the engines of the 
Neal — 
liner lost its bpebber recently. At 10:45 the 
pressure on the six big pumps dropped sud- 
denly from fifty-five to six pounds. Instant- 
ly the engines began to race. Fortunately 
Engineer Burgess and his assistants were at 
their posts and shut off the steam. 

It was first thought that something was 
wrong with the engines in the power-house, 
but a hasty examination showed that all ot 
the machinery was in good order, and it was 
then concluded that a water main was 


broken. 
All of the Connected. 

All of the maing in the districts supplied 
by the Sixty-eighth street station are con- 
nected and a break in any one of then, if it 
is not at once found, affects the water sup- 
ply in all of them, If a break is discovered 
the water in that main can be shut off until 
repairs are made and no other main 12 
affected. 

With this in view all the South Side police 
stations were notified and every patrolman 
as he called up told to look out for a 
geyser on his beat. Word was also sent to 
the Fire department headquarters in the City 
Hall, but the officials there could do nothing. 
Their one hope was that no fire alarm boxes 
in the affected district would strike in. 

Shortly after 2 o’clock the pressure in the 
gauges in the pumping station dropped to five 
pounds, and it was concluded that the break 
was increasing in size. 


Factories Forced to Close. 

The effect of the break was felt more in the 
manufacturing districts of South Chicago 
than in any other part of the district. There 
manufacturing concerns that keep a night 
force at work and depend upon the city to 
furnish their water supply were compelled 
to shut down, a after a three hours’ wait 
the employés were allowed to go home.

MAY BE DORMITORY THIEF 


ETTA MAID IN 
AN’S HALL, ARRESTED. 

Northwestern University Authorities 
Think They Have Solved Mysterious 
Stealing—Money, Jgweiry, and Many 

Fine Clothes Found in the Servant’s 
Possession and She Admits Some of 


the Property Is Not Hers—Case Con- 


tinued Till This Afternoon. 


Etta Jennings, a maid at Woman's Hall, 
the dormitory for girls at Northwestern 
University, was arrested yesterday py the 
Evanston police on a warrant sworn out by 
Dr. Robert D. Sheppard, treasurer of the 
university, charging her with the thefts 
which have been going on in the dormitory 
for two months. Shortly after her arrest 
the woman confessed that some of the prop- 
erty found in her possession had been stolen 
by her, but claimed a great deal as her own. 
Thefts had been puzzling the university au- 
thorities for some time. 

When arrested the woman had in her pos- 
session $105, a diamond ring valued at $70, 
and $200 worth of wearing apparel, including 
a valuable fur. cloak, several tailor-made 
gowns, and thirty-five silk waists. After the 
arrest was made Dean Crow found out some 
facts that had hitherto been unknown. The 
woman is 30 years old, was married at 16, 
and says she has a 13-year-old daughter liv- 
ing with her aged mother in a small town in 
northern Michigan. 

After serving as maid for four years at 
Whiteman Hall at Knox College the Jennings 
woman came to Northwestern with excel- 
lent recommendations. With her came her 
sister, Ida, who had been a servant in Chi- 
cago families. The two were engaged on 
Oct. 1. A week later money and wearing ap- 
parel began to disappear. For some time it 
was feared that one of the students was 
guilty, but suspicion was directed against 
Etta Jennings. Yesterday morning Dean 
Crow notified Dr. Sheppard, who immediately 
swore out the warrant. 

Sergeant Waldron was sent to arrest the 
woman, and to search her room. After tak- 
ing her to the station he returned to the 
hall with a carriage for the stolen property, 
and took a large load. 

At 4 o’clock the prisoner was takeh before 
Magistrate Levere, and the case was con- 
tinued until 3 o’clock this afternoon. 

The sister, Ida, had roomed alone, and no 
blame is attached to her. When she heard of 
the arrest she became hysterical, and last 
night threatened to kill herself. The arrested 
woman was at first given a little liberty on 
the main floor of the police station, but was 
discovered trying to escape, and was then 
locked ina cell

The police 
have made every effort to find the vandal, but 
thus far without success. 

When Miss Memory took out her cloak last 


night she found it a mass of shreds and 


holes. Mr. Memory reported the matter to 
Lieutenant Perry of the Central Station, 
who detailed detectives at the theater, but 
no person of suspicious appearance was 
found. 

It must have been done at Powers,’ ” said 
Mr. Memory last night, “and the person 
must have committed the act in the crush in 
the lobby at the close of the play.

The garment 
was worth $150, and I will gladly pay $100 
reward for the arrest and conviction of the 
person.”

BANDITS HOLD OP TRAIN. 


CANNON BALL SPECIAL STOPPED 
IN ARKANSAS. 


Ties Piled on Track Near Malvern and 
Set on Fire — Attempt to Biow Up 
Express Safe Abandoned After Sup- 
ply of Dynamite Is Exhausted—Pas- 
sengers Not Harmed—Robbers Es- 
cape on Horseback with a Small 
Amount of Money. | 


Little Rock, Ark., Nov. 21.—[Special.]— 
The north-bound Iron Mountain Cannon Ball 
passenger train, in charge of Conductor John 
Whitesides and Ergpneer Eggleston, due in 
Little Rock at 8:10 o’clock, was held up by 
six masked men at Gifford, five miles this 
side of Malvern, at 7:15 o’clock this evening. 

The train was held at the scene of the rob- 
bery forty-five minutes, and pulled into the 
union station one hour and thirty minutes 
late. 

The robbers covered the track with ties 
and built a huge fire in the center of the pile. 
The engineer, suspicious of an attempted 
robbery, tried to pull through, but the ties 
caught in the pilot and stopped the wheels. 
Instantly three masked men told the en- 
gineer and fireman to come down at once. 
Another one of the robbers went on the side 
of the train and called to the conductor to 
stay ‘inside. Each order was promptly 
obeyed. 

While the four robbers were standing 
guard and occasionally firing a shot to 
frighten the passengers, the two remaining 
bandits entered the express car and ordered 
Messenger Samuel W. Avery, who resides 
at 3118 Brantner place, St. Louis, to step 
aside or get to the other corner. The large 
safe was charged five times with dynamite, 
each explosion making a terrific noise and 
tearing off some portions of the car. A 
large hole was bored into the door of the 
safe, but an entrance could not be effected. 
The robbers finally announced that they 
were out of dynamite and gave up the task 
of forcing the door. 

They then picked up the local box and sev- 
eral packages and ran to their horses 
hitched near by and rode rapidly off. 

No attempt was made to disturb or molest 
passengers, except an occasional shot at a 
passenger who happened to be peering out 
of a car window. 

Messenger Avery was hurt about the head 
and face by flying splinters from the effects 
of the dynamite explosion. One side of his 
face was badly cut in several places and 
several teeth were knocked out. He was 
taken to his home at St. Louis on the same 
train. The top and one side of the express 
car was almost torn to pieces. The Sheriff 
of Hot Springs County organized a posse and 
started in pursuit of the robbers. 

The train crew say the robbers were white 
men and wore heavy masks. The small box 
carried off by the robbers contained about 
$500. The robbers also secured a sack ot 
silver containing $190.

IMPROVEMENT IS ALREADY NOTED 


Tut Tarsune has completed a careful in- 


quiry into the quality of coal furnished on 
contract to the great public institutions of 


Cook County—the County Hospital, Court- 


house, Criminal Court Building, and the 
asylum and poorhouse at Dunning. It has 
established the fact that the county is pay~ 
ing for - far higher grade of coal than it is 
recelving. 

THE TRIBUNE has gone further aud has set 
on foot a reform in inducing the contractors 
for county coal—O’Gara, King & Co.—to 
agree to a monthly analysis of the coal fur- 
nished to the county institutions, the analysis 
to be made at the contractors' expense. In 
this way, and with the concurrence of the 
new County board to be installed in ten days, 
it is hoped that the grade of coal paid for by 
the people may be maintained. 

The contractors have told Tus Tame 
further that they desire to furnish the speci- 
fled quality of coal hereafter, and have given 
evidence by purchases, since this newspaper 
began its investigation, of such a desire. The

Alarmed by Tan, TRIBUNE’s inquiry, 


knowledge of which was carried to their 
ears by political henchmen employed by the 
county and West Park\ board, the con- 
tractors early last week hurriedly purchased 
the required grade of coal from other local 
dealers, hustled out extra ‘wagons, and 
dumped this coal over the heaps in the bins 
in the effort to cover up the inferior fuel. 


Move Toward a Reform. . 

The result of this coal investigation has 
shown that only by constant vigilance on 
the part of the County Commissioners and 
by chemical analyses of the coal at least 


once a month can the county secure the 


required grade of coal for which the tax- 
payers’ money is expended. 


This method of forcing contractors to live 


up to their agreements has been incorsed 
by Rollin B. Organ and other County Com- 
missioners-elect. As members of the new 
County board which will assume control 
early next month, they promise a thorough 
cleaning out of the present mixture of pol- 
itics with county coal contracts. They as- 
sert that this method of monthly analyses 
will be enforced and stand as an answer to 
the question of taxpayers, ‘‘ What will the 
new Board of County Commissioners do with 
coal contracts?’ 
Thomas J. O’Gara, President of the firm 
which holds both county and park contracts, 
has stated to Tun Trisune that he will 
agree to the proposition for monthly anal- 
yses as a measure of protection against in- 
ferior coal and that his firm will stand the 
expense for the same. He himself says ho 
is willing that such a provision should be 
inserted in future public contracts. 


To Come from Manown Mine. 

The firm of O'Gara, King & Co., organized 
tn 1807, has held the county contracts since 
1808. Last July the made the agree 
ment with the county to furnish Youghio- 
gheny coal for one year to the various coun- 
ty institutions. According to the so-called 
„ fronclad contract, this coal was to coma 
from the Manown mine, near Manown, Pa. 
Investigation shows that not one chunk of 
county coal has come from this mine. Pres- 
ident O’Gara admits some ignorance of this 
mine, asserting that he believes k is “ con. 
trolled by the Pittsburg coal combine.” Thig 
so-called Pittsburg coal combine” is the 
Pittsburg Coal company, and ulry at 
Pittsburg shows that no sales 
made to O'Gara, King & Co. from this mine, 

Have Western, Coal Mines. 

O’Gara, King & Co., however, do control 
mines in Iilinois and have connections with 
Indiana coal pits. Analyses of 
the coal regularly delivered to the County 
Hospital, the Criminal Court Building, and 
the insane asylum and Dunning institutions 
are pronounced by recognized chemists ax 
representing “inferior grades of 
coals.” Chemical tests of the coal left at 
the County Building and at the West parks 
give results showing a resemblance to In- 
diana block coal. 

The Illinois coals can be bought on the 
track in Chicago at $1.50 a ton. They can be 
delivered and sold at $1.80 and pet a profit. 
Indiana block coal has been sold to the coun- 
ty at a rate of $195 4 ton. Youghiogheny 
coal was quoted to the trade yesterday by 
O’Gara, King & Co. at $3.50 on the track. 
Coal dealers have been selling it to heavy 
customers at $3.25 a ton. 

Aside from holding the county and Wast_ 
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g park contracts the O’Gara company also 
- furnishes coal to various State institutions.

It was 
inserted in the contract expressly for the 
purpose of aiding the County Commission- 
ers and the Superintendent of Public Serv- 
ice in ascertaining from what points the 
coal had been shipped, thus determining 
whether the cars had been loaded at Indiana 
or Illinois mines or at the Youghiogheny 
pits in Pennsylvania. } 

The coal for the Dunning institutions 1s 
shipped direct in carload lots. The freight 
bills would have proved a close check in 
this case. The coal for the other buildings in 
the city is hauled by wagon, and here the 
shipping tags might not have aided material- 
ly. Superintendent Lang has complained 
again and again that he has been unable to 
secure any traces as to where the Dun- 
ning cars were shipped from. Months ago 
three cars were found there with shipping 
tags showing that they had been loaded at 
Indiana mines. This confirmed the conten- 
tion that cheap grades of coal instead of 
Youghiogheny had been constantly dumped 
at Dunning and other institutions. The firm 
of O’Gara, King & Co. was at once notified 
to remove these cars and the coal, but the 
order was not complied with. Since that 
incident, however, the shipping tags have 
been torn off the cars before they reach 


Dunning. 
Coal on Western Roads. 

This complaint as to cars brought other 
matters to light. Coal had been shipped dfr- 
ing the last year’s contract chiefly in cars 
of rallroads operating in the middle States 
and the West. Between April 24 last and 
July 1 of this year seventy-two carloads of 
coal received at Dunning were brought in 
Western cars, while but ten cars belonged to 
Eastern lines.

As to Secretary Golsen. 

That cars and shipping tags have played 
an important part in county coal contracts 
is shown in the records of the County board. 
They concern Gustave Golsen, manager and 
secretary for O’Gara, King & Co. Mr. Gol- 
sen was formerly connected with the firm 
of Golsen, Heisen & Co., now out of busi- 
ness. On April 6, 1896, a letter was sent to 
the County board by the then President of 
the body, Mr. Healy. This letter is in the 
records and reads in part: 

My attention has been cailed to the fact 
that Golsen, Heisen & Co., under their con- 
tract, have been delivering mine run’ and 
Illinois coal to the County Agent. I have 
personally investigated this matter. On 
March 30 I went to the Wabash team tracks 
and found wagons of Golsen, Heisen & Co. 
loading from cars which, upon investiga- 
tion of the way-bills in the office of the 
Wabash railroad, I found had been shipped 
from Mount Olivet. Coal so delivered on 
the orders of the County Agent was not in 
accordance with the contract.“ 

This matter all but egded in.a grand jury 
investigation. It shows that the substitu- 
tion of cheap coals for required grades has 
been practiced for years.

Chemical Test Convincing. 

These incidents are merely matters of rec- 
ord which preceded THE TRIBUNE'S investi- 
gation. The chemical analysis was the con- 
vincing test. Coal men assert that experts 
may be fooled by a superficial examination 
of coal. 

ou may place samples of high-grade 
Illinois, West Virginia, and possibly Indiana 
coals beside Youghiogheny samples,“ said 
one coal man, and even then an expert may 
be deceived in distinguishing between them.“ 

Prominent coal dealers, including George 


Rend, the Youghiogheny and Lehigh, and 
other companies, also assert that the chem- 
ical test is the only safe test of the quality 
of coal. | 

This test and its results have brought to 
the surface some chapters in the history of 
coal contracts of recent years. When 
O'Gara, King & Co. first received a county 
contract in 1898 they were required to de- 
liver Indiana block coal. Engineers now in 
the county employ have recently declared to 
President Irwin of the County board that this 
grade of Indiana coal is preferable to Yough- 
logheny coal for heating purposes. 


Earlier Trouble with Healy. 


But any one can tell Indiana block coal,” 
explained one county officer in discussing 
these contracts. It does not require an ex- 
pert to detect any substitute. O’Gara, King 
and Co.'s 1898 contract required the delivery 
of this coal at the rate of $1.95 a ton. Again 
and again Mr. O’Gara threatened to throw 
up the agreement, asserting that the firm 
was losing money at this figure. Just as 
often as he made this threat Mr. Healy, then 
President of the board, threatened to sye 
the firm’s bondsmen unless the contract was 
carried out. This condition of affairs 
brought about an effort to change the qual- 
ity of coal demanded at the various county 
institutions.

It is charged that many 
dealers have resorted to this plan in the 
effort to capture contracts in several dis- 
tricts, as each bidder can get but one district. 


Shift of Condemned Coal. 

The coal for the county institutions, with 
the exception of the buildings at Dunning, is 
hauled by wagons from the yards at Fif- 
teenth and Rockwell streets. County offi- 
cilals admit that they have had much trou- 
ble in keeping an eye on the quality of coal, 
because of this transfer of coal from cars in 
which it was shipped. 

Both President Irwin of the County board 
and Superintendent of Public Service Healy 
admit that it has been difficult to keep a close 
check on this coal.

Official Bulletin Declares the Russian 
Emperor’s Condition Yesterday to 
Be Satisfactory. 


LIVADIA, European Russia, Nov. 21.—The 
bulletin issued today by the Czar’s physi- 
cians was more satisfactory.

Czarowitz Near St. Petersburg.

Miss Theresa Keating Victim 
of Unknown Assassins at 
AKochester, N. I. 


NO CLEW TO NAILS 


Was Only Short Way from Home 
When She Was Attacked and 
Choked to Death. 


Rochester, N. T., Nov. A. —-I Special. ]—Miss 
Theresa Keating was attacked, robbed, and 
murdered in a vacant lot on Davis street, In 
this city, last night. The woman was robbed 
of $30 after being choked to death. Miss 
Keating lived at ‘her home, 171 University 
avenue, with her two sisters, Miss Bessie 
Keating and Miss. Adelaide Keating. Last 
evening Miss Theresa Keating left after sup- 


advertisement of a woman who wanted to do 
housework, she saw in a daily newspaper. 
After inquiries in the neighborhood for this 
house she found it, and she was on her way 
home, returning through Davis street, when 
she was attacked and dragged to the place, 
where her body was found this morning, an 
hour before noon. 


They learned nothing until late this morn- 
ing, when the girl was found behind a bill - 


Choked to Death and Robbed. - 
The young woman, from all appearances, 
had been choked to death. Her skirt pocket 
was turned inside out, showing that she had 
been robbed. It was in this et that she 
carried her money, between and $30, her 
sisters say. On the little finger of the left 
hand was a plain band ring. This had not 
been disturbed by the robber. 
The conclusion arrived at by the detectives 
is that two or three men concealed them- 
selves behind the barn, and whn the you 
woman passed they jumped out, clap 
their hands over her mouth to prevent her 
screaming, and then dragged her back of 
the barn. The young woman must have put 
up a desperate battle, for several spots were 
visible where it appeared she had been 
knocked down but regained her feet again.

Neither has the Dutch cruiser Gelderland, 
upon which the Boer President is coming to 
Europe, been sighted outside the harbor. In 
consequence the elaborate ceremony of wel- 
come which had been planned for today much 
resembled the play of Hamlet without 
the hero, with Dr. Leyds, the Minister Plen- 
{potentiaire of the Transvaal Republic, as the 
Stage manager. Today's fiasco will go down 
to posterity as one of the most inimitable, 
‘amusing farces Europe has ever been treated 
to. Nothing was lacking to make it a first- 
rate show. The continental chancellories 
are accustomed to Dr. Leyds’ fiascos, but 
upon the present occasion he surpassed even 
himself. | 

The non-arrival of President Kruger is in 
itself relatively of no importance, as far as 
public sympathy is concerned. The public, 
however, was fooled into thinking that the 
Boer President was coming this morning, 
when it was apparent that Dr. Leyds per- 
gonally knew to the contrary. This latter 
fact is established beyond doubt, for while 
the Reception committee, with their police 
escort, were early on the scene for the ex- 
pected arrival, neither Dr. Leyds nor the 


Boer envoys put in an appearance. They 


. did not even get out of bed at the time fix 


for Kruger’s arrival. 


Resentment Against Leyds. 
It is feared the resentment of the French 
people for being made laughing stocks will 
react upon the Boer cause, which has, it is 
freely asserted, been hopelessly compromised 
by Dr. Leyds, who when asked last night

The Minister of War has 
already resigned in consequence of the scan- 
dal, and it is considered likely that the over- 
throw of the entire Cabinet may result. 

Toru is described by his political opponents 
as a politician of the Tammany type anda 
demagogue.

He is also 
stated to have great influence among the 
Liberal party, and it is declared that he ex- 
torted his portfolio from Itoin return for cer- 
tain services rendered by that party. 

Toru's opponents also recall the fact that 
he was once imprisoned and deported for 
political offenses, but this occurred years 
ago, when Japan as a constitutional country 
was quite in her infancy, and the offenses 
consisted simply of writing brilliant articles 
which did not please the government.

BIG CROWD AT FIREMEN’S BALL. 


Coliseum Packed at the Dance Given for 
the Benefit of the Pension 
Fund. 


With Chief Swenie at its head, a double 
column of 1,800 people last night began a 
grand march and the firemen’s ball was 
under way. The Coliseum was jammed. The 
affair far exceeded the expectations of its 
promoters, and was said to be the most 
largely attended ball ever given in Chicago.

SHORE EDICT FOR WAR 


DOWAGER REPORTFD TO BE IN 
FAVOR OF HOSTILITIES. 


Absence of the Name of General Tung- 
fu-Siang from All Recent Edicts 
Leads to the General Opinion That 
He Is Dominating the Imperial 
Court — Empress Said to Have Or- 
dered All Viceroys to Prepare for 
War. 


PEKIN, Nov. 19, via Shanghai, Nov. 21.— 
The meeting of the foreign envoys has un- 
expectedly developed a point of difference 
which has brought the negotiations to a tem- 
porary standstill. The matter will he re- 
ferred to the home governments. The con- 
ference adjourned without fixing a date for 
reassembling. 

It is said that the difference is such as will 
possibly cause considerable delay. 

Li Hung Chang is known to have unof- 
ficilally approached certain Ministers with a 
view of ascertaining the likelihood of the 
powers consenting to reduce the punishment 
of Chinese officials to degradation by ban- 
ishment, but it is understood that he received 
no encouragement. 

Reports from Chinese sources say that a 
German and Italian column is burning vil- 


lages to the northward.

LONDON, Nov. 22, 3a. m.—A Times’ special 
from Shanghai says: 

The omission of General Tung-fu-Siang’s 
name from the punishment edict strongly 
confirms the general opinion that he is domi- 
nating the court at Singan-fu. It is stated 
that the court is suffering severe privations 
and is desirous of returning to Pekin, but 
is prevented by Tung-fu-Siang. 


Secret Edicts for War. 

It is reported further that secret edicts 
have been issued from Singan-fu ordering 
the Viceroys and Governors to prepare for 
the immediate and active prosecution of the 
war. This is presumably Tung-fu-Siang’s 
work, 

It is. stated that Liu-kun-ji, at an inter- 
view with the German Consul General here, 
has denied the sending of excessive supplies 
to Singan-fu. He declares he has only for- 
warded what the circumstances have re- 
quired, and gave new assurances of the sta- 
bility and power of the Yang-tse Viceroys.”’ 

A Morning Post special from Shanghai, re- 
ferring to the rumored decree of the Em- 
press Dowager warning Governors and Vice- 
roys to prepare for war against the allies, 
says it is believed it refers to the Provinces 
of Shan Si and Honan alone, as the Chinese 
believe that the allies intend to invade them. 


Tuan’s Son May Be Dead. 

A special to the Daily News from Shanghai 
says: 

The native press calls attention to the 
absence in recent official documents of any 
reference to the heir apparent and repeats 
the rumor that he was killed in Peking. The 
papers refer to the suicide of his three tutors 
and point out that no successors have been 
appointed. They therefore come to the con- 
clusion that the young Prince is dead. The 
question gravely affects the position of 
Prince Tuan.” 


Find the Boxers Too Strong. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] 

LONDON, Nov. 21.—-A special dispatch 
from Pekin, dated Nov. 19, says the Kalgan 
expedition found Admiral Ho occupying a 
strong position at Hsueng-Hwa and the com- 
manders of the allied forces decided they 
were not strong enough to attack him and 
sent to Pekin for reinforcements. 


Waldersee Confirms It. 
BERLIN, Nov. 21.—Count von Waldersee 
cables from Pekin that he has advices from 
Colonel Yorck’s corps showing that the Chi- 
nese Admiral, Ho, with 10,000 regular troops

Says Tuan Is Under Arrest. 

A special dispatch from Pekin says that 
Prince Tuan has been arrested and stripped 
of power by order of the Emperor and 
Empress Dowager; but that fears are felt ot 
General Tung Fuh Siang. who, with 16,000 
regulars, is in Hu-Jang-Pu. 


German Alarm at Tien Tsin. 

TIEN TSIN, Nov. 20, via Shanghai, Nov. 
21.—Owing to a report that the German quar- 
ter of the city would be attacked last night 
the German sentries were doubled, a regi- 
ment patroled the opposite bank of the river, 
and the remainder of the German troops 
were ordered to hold themselves in readiness 
for action at an instant's notice. 

Nothing happened, however, to show cause 
for the alarm, although today all the Chinese 
servants of the Bengal Lancers’ officers and 


men left, saying they had been informed that 
the Boxers were marching in a large body on 
Tien Tsin and Pekin. 

Neither General Lorne Campbell of the 
British troops nor Colonel Moale of the 
Americans believe there is any truth in the 
rumor; but natives evidently believe it, and 
many of them are leaving the service of the 
foreigners. 

There has been considerable firing recently 
in the neighborhood of Tien Tsin. 


Chinese Alarm at Shanghai. 

SHANGHAI, Nov. 21.—The action of the 
Germans yesterday in marching a large body 
of troops outside the foreign limits, close 
to the arsenal, alarmed the Chinese. The 
gates were barricaded. The Taotai met the 
officers, who were allowed to enter, the 
troops remaining outside. 


Chinese Active in Manchuria. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 21.—Dispatches 
received today at the headquarters of the 
Russian general staff describe wide spaces 
in Manchuria as in a disturbed condition. 
Several smail armies of Chinese regulars 
have been encountered by the Russian troops 
during the last three weeks, and elsewhere 
robber bands are raiding and plundering the 
country.

W. ROBERT HOLLAND BUYS

W. Robert Holland, employed by an aft- 
ernoon newspaper, was arrested in the Great 
Northern Hotel last night by Detective 
Sergeant Frank Corbus on the charge of 
attempting to ship a cadaver out of the 
State. 

His accusers are Warden Graham and 
Joseph Purvis, chief bookkeeper of the 
County Hospital. The arrest was the culmi- 
nation of a plan formed by the hospital au- 
thorities, and it had proceeded to the ex- 
tent of the actual delivering of a cadaver 
to Holland, who is said to have paid $70 
for it and removed it to the undertaking 
establishment of Hamberg & McDougal on 
Ogden avenue, near the hospital. 

Holland was known in the transaction as 
W. D. Preston and H. B. West. Purvis says 
that the man came to him on Friday and 
said he wanted to buy a cadaver for ship- 
ment to a medical college at Des Moines, 
Ia. Holland is said to have offered a good 
price and to take bodies from the morgue 
in any quantity that could be furnished. 
Purvis told Holland to call again, and im- 
mediately consulted Warden Graham. Dr. 
M. O. Heckard of the Health department 
was consulted and directed that the man 
be given all the rope He desired, even to the 
payment of money. Then Captain Colleran 
was taken into the case and plans were 
laid to trap Holland. He has called at the 
hospital at various times during the last 
few days and yesterday presented an al- 
leged forged order calling for the body of 
Ferdinand Teitgen, who died on Nov. 10. 
The order was signed by H. B. West. The

BLOCKED BY RUSSIAN SUGAR. 


Obstacle in the Way of a Reciprocity 
Treaty Between Uncle Sam and 
the Czar. 


Washington., D. C., Nov. 21.—Negotiations 
are in progress between the State department 
and the Russian government, as represented 
respectively by Special Plenipotentiary Kas- 
son and Ambassador Cassini, looking to a 
reciprocity treaty.

Springfield, III., Nov. 21.—{Special.]—The 


Chicago Teachers’ federation won the first. 


point in their fight against the Illinois State 
Board of Equalization today when Judge 
James A. Creighton of the Sangamon County 
Circuit Court overruled the demurrer to their 
petition for a mandamus. 

Judge Creighton believes that the State 
board is subject to mandamus and that the 
teachers have presented such a case as will 
warrant a writ of this character if its allega- 
tions are correct. 

Attorney General Akin and his associate 
in the case, John S. Miller, have been given 
until Saturday morning to file an answer. 
As their demurrer was largely in the nature 
of an answer to the petition and contained 
most of the points upon which the defense 
relied, it may be that the defendants will 
elect to stand by their demurrer and take the 
case to the Supreme Court on the question 
of jurisdiction... Attorney General Akin said 
the question of standing by the demurrer 
would be decided after a conference with 
Mr. Miller. 

Miss Catharine Goggin and Miss Margaret 
Haley, who have been representing the Chi- 
cago Teachers’ federation in the fight against 
the State board, were in the courtroom when 
the decision was given. They were highly 
elated over the opinion of the court. 

No business was transacted at the meet- 
ing of the Board of Equalization this morn- 
ing, but a number of protests against the 
increase in the Cook County assessment 
were received. They were sent to the proper 
committees. 


Raise Rolling Stock Figures. 

At a meeting of the board Committee on 
Rallroads held this afternoon the matter of 
assessing the rolling stock of the railroads 
of the State came up. 

While no fornial action was taken, the 
items agreed upon by the members increases 
the assessment of the railroads on this class 
of property by over a million dollars. 

A meeting of the Capital Stock committee 
was held tonight. The committee is work- 
ing on the corporations outside of Cook 
County and is making good progress with 
the work. It is announced that the members 
will take up the charges of the Chicago 
teachers at once, and assurance was given 
that their complaints would be heard.

News that Judge Creighton had overruled 
the demurrer to the application for manda- 
mus on the State Board of Equalization 
caused consternation among the members of 
the board. The board adjourned after a ses- 
sion of five minutes. The Capital Stock com- 
mittee held a secret session and no one pres- 
ent would discuss what was transacted be- 
hind the closed doors. Word came in the 
afternoon that the representatives of sev- 
eral of the big corporations directly attacked 
by the teachers would be on hand tomorrow 
morning to be heard before the Capital Stock 
committee. 

It was reported this evening that Attorney 
General Akin has a unique point to bring up 
at the hearing in answer to the petition, set 
for next Saturday. He will contend, it is 
said, that ten of the street railway corpora- 
tions listed by the Cook County Assessors’ 
returns have no existence within the scope 
and meaning of the law requiring taxation 
on corporate stock. His point is that one 
street railway which has a mage gt 
over 600 and a guaranteed dividend o 
per cent has no legal value, for the reason 
that the corporation is operating no street 


railway. | 


Members of the Chicago Teachers’ federa- 
tion are greatly pleased with the turn of 
affairs at Springfield, and insist that Judge 
Creighton’s decision points to ultimate suc- 
cess in their fight. Mary A. Lynch and others 
assert that the chief object of their efforts 
has been gained, in that the State Board of 
Equalization will have to make answer to 
their petition for mandamus. 

Local attorneys hold that the action of the 
court will have no effect on the State board’s 
assessment of the $268,000,000 worth of capi- 
tal stock represented in Cook County cor- 
porations. John S. Miller and others hold 
that the court has no power to determine 
the assessments to be levied nor to inter- 
fere with the fixing of the proper valuations. 
Mr. Miller said, in speaking of the case: 

“The decision of Judge Creighton over- 
ruling the board's demurrer to the petition 
for mandamus merely holds that the petition 
is sufficient in its averments, if it should be 
established to be true, to warrant a man- 
damus to the State board commanding them 
to value and assess the capital stock of the 
corporations in question according to law. 

It is the present purpose of the counsel 
for the board to answer the petition and 
show that it has been and is their purpose to 
value and assess the capital stock in ques- 
tion as required by law.” 


BRINGS HOPE TO TAXPAYERS. 


Committee Returns with Assurance 
That Increase of Assessment Will Not 
Be More than Ten Per Cent. 


The delegation of the Illinois Manufactur- 
ers’ association returned from Springfield 
yesterday well pleased with the hearing 
given it by the State Board of Equalization. 
The committee appeared before that body on 
Tuesday on behalf of the taxpayers of Cook 
County for the purpose of showing that the 
assessed valuations of property for 1900 
were on a par with current prices. 

The delegation of manufacturers returned

“The reception accorded our delegation 
by the State Board of Equalization was more 
than cordial,”’ said Martin B. Madden, who 
made the-principal address at Springfield on 
behalf of Cook County's assessment remain- 
ing unchanged. ‘‘ The members of the board 
were interested in what we had to say, and 


the questions asked showed a friendly spirit.

His Official Dispatches Make No

MASTER RENTS QUARTERS NEAR 
APPELLATE COURT. 


Income ‘of New Office $5,000 to $11,000 
a Year and He Is Not Obliged to Re- 
linquish the Old—Attorneys Still Ob- 
jecting to Appointment by Judge 
Gibbons and Preparing Resolutions 
for Bar Association to Consider and 
Adopt if It Wishes. 


Stillman B, Jamieson, appointed master 
in chancery to succeed Charles T. Farson, 
gave notice yesterday that he had succeeded 
in leasing rooms on the eleventh floor of the 
Ashland Block for the accommodation of all 
who have cases which may come before him. 
In selecting the Ashland Block and quarters 
so near the Appellate Court, of which he has 
been deputy clerk: under his father, T. N. 
Jamieson, for several years, it is hinted that 
Mr. Jamieson can continue to absorb some 
of the fees of the clerk's office also while 

enjoying income of a master, which is 
estimated to range from $5,000 to $11,000 
annually. 

The appointment of ur. Jamieson by 
Judge Gibbons has aroused the members of 
the Chicago Bar association to such an ex- 
tent that the association will be asked to 
consider a resolution condemning political 
appointments of masters in chancery. It 
is proposed to suggest the appointment in 
future as masters in chancery of attorneys 
who are experienced in the practice of law 
and are capable of listening to weighty cases 
and deciding them on their merits. 

Another subject te be discussed at the 
same time will be the tenure of office of a 
master in chancery. Attorneys believe the 
term of a master should not be less than two 
years, and should be four or six, if possible. 
They urge the selection of men more than 
85 years of nee. 

If Judge Gibbons sought to assist a young 
man just entering the profession he could 
have selected a score who need the aid they 
would receive from the office of master in 
chancery.“ said an attorney yesterday. 
“Such a system, however, if adopted gen- 
erally by the Judges, would resuit in our 
having chancery courts presided over by 
young men, willing to rule equitably, per- 
haps, but not sufficiently informed in law to 
decide cases, the courts nearly always ap- 
proving the findings of the masters.” 

While the appointment of Mr. Jamieson is 
accepted as final, attorneys intend, if pos- 
sible, to render future selections of the kind 
impossible by the decisive action they con- 
template in this case. They placed Charles 
I Farson, the retired master, among the 
four best chancery officials in the city. 

Judge Adams has reappointed William 
Fenimore Cooper master in chancery in the 
Cireuit Court. This appointment completes 
the list of Circuit Court masters. Nochange 
has been made except the appointment of 
Mr. Jamieson. 


PIONEER WOMAN NEAR DEATH. 


Mrs. Mary Gridley, Widow of General, 
Fatally Il at Auditorium. 
Hotel. 


Mrs. Mary E. Gridley of Bloomington, 
widow of General Asahel Gridley, one of the 
wealthiest and most prominent lawyers of 
the State and one of its pioneer settlers, is 
dying at the Auditorium Hotel. Dr. A. R. 
Elliott is in constant attendance on the 
aged woman, and, while endeavoring to 
prolong her life, asserts that death is but a 
question of a few hours. 

She came to this city on Oct. 1 on a shop- 
ping expedition, a was accompanied by 
her daughter, Mrs. M. G. Bell. Shortly after 


‘her arrival she became ill, and Dr. Elliott 


was called. He pronounced the case dila- 
tion of the heart, and the extreme age of 
the invalid frustrated all efforts made in her 
behalf, and her condition was soon decided to 
be hopeless. Her son, Edward M. Gridley, 
was summoned from his home, and he, with 
Mrs. Bell. is at her bedside. 

Mrs. Gridley, formerly Mary A. Enos, was 
born in Onondaga Hollow, N. Y., in 1818, be- 
ing a member of one of the most prominent 
families of the State. At the age of 18 she 
was married to Mr. Gridley in Pittsburg. 

General Gridley, who died in 1881, was a 
veteran of the Blackhawk war, and, at the 
time of his demise, was the oldest Brigadier 
General in the State. For many years he 
practiced law with Abraham Lincoln. Each 
spring and autumn Lincoln would visit 
Bloomington and was associated in many 
cases with Mr. Gridley. On all these oc- 
casions he was a guest at the Gridley resi- 
dence. In the interim during the rides around 
the circuit he, was often, accompanied by 
General Gridley. 

Richard Yates, the War Governor,“ Gen- 
eral Richard Oglesby, and Stephen A. Doug- 
las were also the intimate friends and guests 
of the Gridloys.

GRAND JURY IN 


Begins Inquiry Into Charges 
Involving Commissioner 
Ludwig and Others. 


Miss Knabjohann Testifies That 
B. H. Loveless Delivered Copies 
of Questions to Credit Men. 
SHE IDENTIFIES THE LIST. 


The position of one member of the Civil 
Service commission, the reputation of six- 


‘teen police officers who hitherto have been 


considered among the best on the force, and 
the liberty of Attorney B. H. Loveless, Da- 
vid Weber, and Samuel C. Kanter are in- 
volved in the investigation of the grand jury 
which began yesterday. 

The jury will go into the charge, bande“, 
about for months, that sixteen of the appli- 
cants for the position of Police Lieutenant 
paid $150 each into an office conducted by 
loan sharks for a copy of the questions which 
were to be submitted to them at the exam- 
ination. 

In this connection it ‘le alleged that John 
W. Ludwig, a member of the Civil Service 
commission and President of the Chicago 
Credit company, which is supposed to have 
received the questions, may be able to ex- 
plain matters which have acquired a 
vagueness as the days passed. Mr. Ludwig 
now is {ll at his home, but will be required to 
appear before the grand jury tomorrow morn- 
ing at 10 o'clock, when the hearing of the 
testimony in the investigation will be re- 
sumed.

Testimony of Miss Knabjohann. 

The first witness in the examination yes- 
terday was Miss Anna Knabjohann, former 
stenographer for Weber & Kanter, whose 
disclosures led to the investigation by the 
Civil Service commission and now by the 
grand jury. Miss Knabjohann testified that 
Braman H. Loveless came to the office of 
Weber & Kanter on June 15, the night before 
the examination for Lieutenant, with a list 
of questions for the examination and gave 
them to Weber & Kanter. Loveless was a 
partner of Civil Service Commissioner Lud- 
wig and an examiner in the test given in the 
Lieutenants’ examination. Miss Knabjo- 
hann said the questions were copied and de- 
livered to officers who intended to take the 
examination the following day upon payment 
of $150 each. She said a Lieutenants’ 
school” was conducted that night to drill 
the officers for the examination. The witness 
identified the true list of questions sub- 
mitted for her inspection by Assistant State’s 
Attorney Sprogle as the same which had been 
brought to the office of the loan brokers by 
Loveless. 

Her story practically was the same as was 
related to the Civil Service commission some 
time ago, reiterating her denial of the au- 
thenticity of the affidavit in which she is al- 
leged to have said the questions never were 
brought to the office by Loveless. 


Only One Copy Made. 

Commissioners Ela and Lindblom testified 
regarding the preparation of the questions 
for the examination. Mr. Ela prepared the 
questions and submitted them to Mr. Lind- 
blom, who had one copy made. Both testi- 
fied that they were unable to say how the 
questions got out, as they were careful no one 
should see them. Mr. Lindblom submitted 
two letters from thé Chicago Credit com- 
pany to Sergeants Joseph Smith and Jacob 
Reis respectively, advising them they would 
learn something to their advantage if they 
would call immediately at the office of the 
loan brokers.

HAVE TO RESIGN. 


President York ef the Police Board In- 
sists the Head of the Department 
Perform the Duties of His Office 
Properly or Give Up- Tammany 


Chief, New En Route to England, to 


Cable His Decision Next Week—New 


New York, Nov. 21.—[Special.}—Chief of 
Police Devery’s fate depends on Richard 
Croker, and Croker is now on the sea, en 
‘route to England. 

Chief Devery’s resignation was practically 
demanded by President York of the Police 
board today. 

“ You should either properly perform your 
duties or ey your position as Chief of 
Police.“ 

This rebuke was administered to Chief 
Devery by Bernard J. York, President of the 
Police board, at the conclusion of a dis- 
cussion today as to the police system of pro- 
tecting crime in this city. 

Chief Devery was in President York's of- 
fice, Commissioners Sexton and Abel being 
present, but taking no part in the conversa- 
tion. They have since indicated that they do 
not agree with Mr. York that the chief should 
leave the force. 

Construing the remark made to him in a 
literal sense, Chief Devery asserts that he 
has not been requested to resigh. He further 
announces that he has no intention of quit- 
ting his position for the present. 

By the present the Chief means until 
Richard Croker reaches England and has 
had time to cable his instructions concerning 
the police muddle. The Police board will 
hold a meeting next Monday afternoon, when 
Mr. Croker’s decision will be made known. 

Chief Devery will then accept Mr. York’s 
advice or the latter will acknowledge himself 
beaten. In the latter event Mayor Van Wyck 
may have an opportunity to accept the res- 
ignation of the head of the Police board.

Dion Geraldine, World's Fair Epginee?, 
Files a Petition in Bankruptcy 
in Federal Court. | 


Dion Geraldine, a civil neer who 
gained prominence through his work during 
the Chicago World's Fair, has confessed 
insolvency in the United States District 
Court by filing a petition in bankruptcy. 
His liabilities are placed at $56,000, and he 
has no assets.

Captain's wife and family in the boat, they 
were taken safely to shore. 

Captain Motley of the Cleveland life saving 
station, with the surfboat and necessary 
mortar apparatus for throwing a line, 
reached here about 8 o’clock. The mortar, 
was taken to the scene of the wreck and a 
line was shot across the wrecked vessel. Two 
sailors at once climbed to the crosstrees and 
started to pull the tackle to the schooner. 
Their strengh was not sufficient, however, 
and the lifesavers’ launched their surfboat 
and proceeded to the wreck: After consid- 
erable difficulty the four seamen were taken 
aboard and landed on the beach. The res- 
cued seamen were: Norman Graham of On- 
tario, Aleck Blakeley of Toledo, Martin 
Magan of Detroit. and a boy called Jimmy.“ 
All were drenched and benumbed by the cold, 
and the latter was nearly overcome. 


Fleet Tied Up at Cleveland. 
Cleveland, O., Nov. 21.—At 11 o’clock this 
morning the wind, which was from the west, 
attained a speed of sixty miles an hour. 
Not a vessel left port, and the few that 
arrived report having had a rough experi- 
ence. The steamer E. A. Shores and con- 


Sort, bound up the lake, came in for shelter. 


The steamers Briton and Devereux, which 
were held up in Detroit River by the fog, 
arrived this afternoon, and both boats had 
their bulwarks knocked out amidships.

Only two succeeded in making the 
trip to Cleveland, and the other ten were 
compelled to turn into Pigeon Bay for 
shelter. 

The wind has blown the water from Lime- 
kiln Crossing, near Amherstburg, leaving a 
big fleet above it unable to get out. The 
water has also been blown out of Sandusky 
Bay and the Toledo harbor, leaving only five 
feet at Toledo and six feet at Sandusky Bay. 
The government harbor work at Fairport 
was damaged to the extent of several thou- 
sand dollars. A couple of immense hoists 


were blown over and ruined. 


Schooner Quinby in Distress. 
Harrisville, Mich., Nov. 21.—The schooner 
Quinby, in command of Captain Kennel, is 
flying signals of distress off Sturgeon Point. 
The canvas has been blown away and the 
vessel is waterlogged. A tug has been or- 
dered from Alpena. Captain Henderson 
with the life-saving crew is alongside of the 
disabled vessel to rescue the crew if it is im- 

possible to get the boat into harbor. 


Unknown Vessel in Distress. 
Alpena, Mich., Nov. 21.—- Word was re- 
ceived today that an unknown schooner was 
fiying signals of distress off Sturgeon Point, 
and the tug John Owen went to its assistance 
at 3 o’clock. The wind is strong from the 
northwest. 


Lake Tosses Up Wreckage. 

Port Colborne, Ont., Nov, 21.—Lumber and 
wreckage supposed to be pieces of some 
boat’s cabin are washing ashore here tonight, 
but there is nothing to indicate what vessel 
it is from. It is thought it may be from the 
barges No. 3 and No. 4, which were aban- 
doned by the tug Fischer off Long Point, 
Lake Erie, about a week ago, after they had 
become waterlogged.

Close Call for Oceanic, 


New York, Nov. 21.—[Special.]—Passen- 
gers on the White Star steamship Oceanic, 
which arrived today, were awakened shortly 
after 5 o’clock in the morning by the blowing 
of whistles and the ringing of bells. Many 
hastily dressed and went on deck, while 
others quickly left their berths and looked 
out of the portholes. They saw the black 
hull of an ocean steamship coming toward 
them at full speed. At first it seemed as 
though a crash was inevitable, but the cool 
head of Captain Cameron averted this and 
both vessels passed each other safely but 
dangerously close, 


Kaiser Wilhelm Still Overdue. 

Up to a late hour the belated steamship 
Kaiser Wilhelm der Grosse of the North 
German Lloyd line had not been sighted by 
the marine observatory at Fire Island. This 
makes the big ship almost forty-eight hours 
overdue, and it is thought it has suffered a 
breakdown in its ponderous machinery that 
retards its progress. 

No alarm is felt as to the steamer’s safety, 
but Gustav H. Schwab, the local agent, is 
fearful that the friends of those on board 
will become apprehensive for the safety of 
their relatives and friends and cause un- 
necessary uneasiness and alarm. 

When the Oceanic arrived Mr. Schwab sent 
a messenger with a note to Captain Cameron, 
asking him if he had seen anything of the 
Kaiser Wilhelm, but Cameron had not. It 
carries many passengers, including Herr 
von Holleben, the Imperial German Ambas- 
sador to Washington; Adolphus Busch, the 
St. Louis brewer, and his family, and Tod

SAY ALL WORKS STOPPED 


LABOR LEADERS CLAIM TIEUP ON 
MANDEL BUILDING. 


4 
Contractor, However, Declares He Will 
Have Plenty of Men at Work Today 
Detail of Police on Guard at the 
Structure to Prevent Trouble—Their 
Presence Causes Anger Among the 
‘Strikers and They Threaten Re- 
taliation. 


All the leaders of the Building Trades coun- 
cil and the Building Contractors’ council 
could be seen around the Mandel building at 
Wabash avenue and Madison street yester- 
day forenoon, the former intent on carrying 
to a successful finish the strike declared the 
previous day, and the latter determined to 
push the work at any cost: At 5 o'clock the 
labor leaders declared they had tied up the 
building completely, while the contractors 


could employ today. 

There will be no repetition of the experi- 
ence at the Marshall Field Building,“ said 
W. D. O’Brien, chairman of the Executive 
committee of the Bullding Contractors’ coun- 
ell. We will have all the men we need to- 
morrow. and they will not be molested in 
their wor 

We've tied up the work to a standstill,” 
declared W. G. Schardt, President of the 
Building Trades council, and there'll be 
nothing doing until the job is unionized from 
the roof to the basement.”’ 


Police Are on Guard. 

In anticipation of the slugging tactics 
adopted during the strike on the Marshall 
Field Building the Police department was 
represented by a large detail under command 
of Captain Gibbons. Policemen guarded the 
building on all sides, and their activity in 
dispersing any gatherings of labor men 
brought forth angry protests and threats 
against the city administration. 

I wonder if Mayor Harrison expects the 
laboring men to vote for him next spring 
after he puts all these policemen on duty 
here,“ observed E. A. Davis, secretary of the 
Building Trades council. 

Mayor Harrison had better keep his po- 
licemen busy catching criminals,”’ said Ed- 
ward Nockels, Vice President of the Build- 
ing Trades ¢ouncil, “instead of detailing 
them to watch this building.“ 

Sixteen men employed at installing the 
automatic system of sprinkling in the build- 
ing as a protection against fire dropped their 
tools at 8 o’clock in the afternoon and walked 
out of the building. They struck in sym- 
pathy with the other trades, although their 
union is not affillated with the Building 
Trades council. At 5 o’clock not more than 
half a dozen colored men and the hoisting 
engineer were at work. 

Last night a force of special watchmen 
stood guard on the building to protect it 
against any depredations, while the police 
were under instructions to keep an eye on 
the locality. 


Strike at Melrose Park. 


Twenty-five men employed by the Latrobe 
Steel and Coupler company as operators of 
molding machines in its works at Melrose 
Park refused to go to work yesterday. Until 
recently these men were receiving $1.75 per 
day, and they say now the same work is paid 
for by the piece, making it impossible for 
them to earn more than $1.40 per day. The 
superintendent of the works says that there 
is no strike, and refuses to discuss the ques- 


tion. 
Metal Workers to Arbitrate. 

The Sheet Metal Workers’ union appointed 
an arbitration committee last night, and 
gave it full powertoactinits negotiations 
with the employers’ association for an agree- 
ment. The committee is composed of five 
members of the union, and will endeavor to 
have a conference with the employers next 
Monday. 


Carpenters’ Unions to Unite. 
Steps for a formal consolidation of the 
carpenters affiliated with the Building Trades 
council and the Industrial union were taken 
at a meeting yesterday afternoon of the Or- 
ganization committee of the Carpenters’ Dis- 
trict council and the officials of the Industrial 
union. An understanding was reached by 
which the carpenters of the independent body 
will be admitted to the regular unions, and 
the actual consolidation will take place early 
next week. 


To Affiliate with Federation, 

The Bridge and Structural Iron Workers 
voted last night in approval of the proposi- 
tion from their national organization that 
it affiliate itself with the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. The question has been sub- 
mitted to a referendum vote of all the local 
unions, and is understood to be meeting with 
general approval. 


LABOR MEN SHY AT POLITICS. 


State Federation, in Convention at Ke- 
wanee, Refuses to Indorse a Dele- 
gate for a State Office. 


Kewanee, III., Nov. 21.—[Special.]—Warm 
discussion characterized the second day’s 
pession of the IHinois State Federation of 
Labor. Delegates from Springfield took ex- 
ception to the remarks made by President 
(McLean in his address to the effect that 
the boycott on the laundries and butchers 
of Springfield was not supported by union 
men. After a hot debate the matter was 
referred to a committee and the remarks 
expunged from the address, 

Mandel Bros. of Chicago were put on the 
unfair list by the federation this afternoon. 
A telegram from that firm in reply to one 
gent them yesterday was read, which stated 
that they recognized labor’s fair demands, 
but the convention thought differently. The 
@elegate to the convention of American 
federation, which meets in St. Louis, was 
instructed to secure the indorsement of the 
boycott of Mandel Bros. in that convention.

FINISH CANVASS OF VOTBS 


ELECTION COMMISSIONERS AN- 
NOUNCE TOTALS FOR COOK, 


Six Democrats Placed on County Board 
by Narrow Majorities—Judge Carter 
Says This Has Been the Hardest 
Count for Six Years, but Errors 
Feund Are the Fewest—Small Mar- 
sins Require Close Scrutiny—Few 
Days Now fer Review. 


The official canvass of the votes cast in 
Cook County was finished last night. It 


gives the Democrats six members of the 


County board. 

The precinct canvass of the votes in Chi- 
cago and Cicero was completed by the Elec- 
tion commission at 6:30 o’clock and the total 
vote received by each candidate was an- 
nounced shortly before midnight. 
the day the canvass of the county towns out- 
side of the city was finished. 

As was expected, the candidates for County 
Commissioners ended the race in an indis- 
criminate scampering after pluralities of 
mere handfuls. Hulsman crossed the line 
as tenth man with twenty-seven votes more 
than Herrmann, Rep., who was thereby 
relegated to eleventh place. 

Ahrens, Rep., captured the ninth position 
with eleven votes more than Hulsman, while 
Daley, Dem., was safe in eighth place by 200 
votes. The elected candidates and their to- 
tal votes are as follows: 


Review by the Commission. 

The Election Commissioners will begin the 
review of the count this afgernoon, when they 
will hear complaints of discrepancies in any 
wf the tickets except those of the County 
Commissioners and of the Drainage Trustees. 
The latter two tickets will be taken up to- 
morrow morning. It is likely that the Re- 
publican candidates for County Commis- 
sioners will show themselves nfore eager for 
a contest and a recount than the Democrats. 
Herrmann, Happel, and Palt find themselves 
excluded from the board by small differences, 
while the Democrats are measurably satisfied 
with their six members. Herrmann gave 
Judge Carter notice that he would point out 
discrepancies in fifty-two precincts, which, 
when rectified, would secure his election. The 
Democrats have a score of precincts on the 
suspicious list on which they will call for an 
investigation. Many demands will be made 
to have the polling judges and clerks appear 
for explanations, and the revision of the 
count will extend well into next week. 

It is scarcely probable that a recount will 
be asked on Drainage Trustees or on any 
other candidates of the county slate, except 
the commissioners. Traeger, Dem., landed 
the Coroner’s office by 3,985 plurality over 
Berz, Rep., while Deneen, Rep., will succeed 
himself as State’s Attorney with 26,013 more 
votes than Goldzier, Dem. 


Hardest Canvass in Six Years. 

After the Thirty-fifth Ward was completed 
the board canvassed the vote in the eleven 
precincts of Cicero, and before the adjourn- 
ment Judge Carter suspended the count for 
his valedictory speech. 

“This is the most arduous canvass,“ he 
ald, which this board has made in the six 
years that I have held my present position, 
but I must say that there have been fewer 
irregularities discovered than ever before. 
Unfortunately for our perfect peace of mind, 
the vete for County Commissioners has been 
extremely close, and the candidates may feel 

at they have sufficient grounds for a con- 
test and a demand for a recount. We shall 
be. fair in the matter, and in the following 
days of revision all complaints will be lis- 
tened to and errors rectified if found.“ 

The elected members of the County board 
will receive their certificates of election next 
week, and they will take office on Dec. 1. 
Of the fifteen members of the board the Dem- 
ocrats will have six, and, as all important 
legislation requires a two-thirds vote, they 
expect to be able to block many of the plans 
of the Republicans.

“In my epinion action ought to be taken,” 
said Representative Steele, to decrease the 
amount of revenue accruing from the war 
revenue law by an amount somewhere in ex- 
seas of $25,000,000. 

“Of course, I do not pretend to speak for 
the committee, and I am, therefore, express- 
ing my personal judgment only when I say 
that it would be a good thing for Congress to 
lake action toward materially reducing the 
number and amount of taxes being paid by 
the people under the present revenue act.“

“We have already increased our coast- 
wise trade under existing laws, but we have 
not materially increased our foreign ship- 
ping industry, and this bill is being pushed 
for the reason that it will afford encourage- 
ment to our transoceanic commerce in Amer- 
ican ships and at the same time guarantee 
vessels to the government to be used in case 
of war, both as fighting ships and in the 
transport service. 

“I want to say in this connection that 
there is a widespread demand for the pas- 
bage of this bill. There is just as much in- 
terest being manifested in the proposition 
In the State of Indiana as there is in New 
York or any other State on the coast. The

Chicago Company Not Alarmed. 


No alarm was expressed by the local com- 
pany that the consumers in Chicago would be 
deprived of the gas supply. It was stated that 
the Indiana consumers, alarmed by the fear 
of exhausting the supply in the State, had 
been endeavoring for a number of years to cut 
off the supply which was taken out of the 
State. - 2 

At a conference held in Indianapolis this 


Morse, State Geologist Blatchley, State Gas 
Inspector Leach, and representatives of man- 
ufacturing firms throughout the State, it was 
determined to investigate the methods by 
which gas was carried out of the State. As 
it is said to be almost impracticable to supply 
Chicago without maintaining a greater 
pressure than that which the law permits, 
the Indiana consumers expect to be able to 
cut off the supply to Chicago. 

Suit will be brought in the name of the 
State if the pregsure be found too high. The 
Indiana company has consented to permit 
tests to be made at any part of its system 
of mains. Some additional energy has been 
given to the efforts of the Indiana people 
from the reports that the supply in Chicago 
was abundant, while Indianapolis people suf- 
fered om account of scarcity. State Geologist 
Blatchiey has dissented from other officials; 
and has stated that he does not believe an 
excessive pressure will be revealed by the 
tests. i

Views of Attorney Winston. 
“The People's company receives its gas 
from the Indiana company at the city lim- 
its,“ said Frederick S. Winston, attorney for 
that company. We have nothing to do 
with the means of getting it to Chicago. 
Efforts to cut Chicago off from the Indiana 
supply have been made frequently in recent 
years. Indiana has a State law which per- 
mits gas to be pumped out of the State 
and another which limits the pressure to 
800 pounds a square inch. If it be found 
that the pressure is excessive I believe the 
Indiana company can remedy it by estab- 
lishing more pumping stations. The larger 
portion of the Chicago supply is received 
from Indiana fields. A small portion comes 
from Ohio. The use of gas in Chicago has 
been increasing rapidly of late and a suc- 
cessful effort on the part of the Indiana 
consumers would result in great inconven- 
fence to the people of this city.”

NATIONAL IRRIGATION CONGRESS 
OPENS ANNUAL SESSION. 


Western and Eastern States Attend 
Convention at Central Music Hall— 
Dr. H. 8. Taylor Extends Welcome on 
Behalf‘of Mayor Harrison—Presi- 
dent Elwood Mead Calis Attention to 
Necessity for National Legislation. 


Reclamation of arid lands will be the ques- 
tion discussed for three days by the Na- 
tion Irrigation congress, which opened its 
ninth annual session last night at Central 
Music Hall. Delegates to the number of 200, 
representing all the Western and many of 
the Eastern States, have arrived, and many 
more are expected today. Three sessions— 
morning, afternoon, and evening—will be 
held each day for the remainder of the week. 
The motto of the congress is, Save the 
forests, store the floods, reclaim the deserts, 
and annex arid America.“ One ot the speak- 
ers last night said that while there might 
be some difference of opinion as to the ad- 
visability of this nation expanding beyond 
her borders all were united on expansion 
within her boundaries secured wy the sub- 
jection to cultivation of the vast deserts of 
the West. 

The session promises to be the most im- 
portant held by the congress. For years the 
association has been endeavoring to arouse 
the same interest in the subject in the East 
that exists in the West. For this reason 
this session is being held in Chicago, which 
is farther west than any session held here- 
tofore. The leaders maintain that it has 
grown to be a federal question, and that'it 
has been recognized as such by Congress 
through the appropriation of money with 
which to secure facts and data upon which 
to base future legislation. 


Large Delegations Present. 
Montana has the largest delegation here 
thus far, it being cemposed of twenty-five 
representatives. Colorado s a large dele- 
gation headed by Mayor V. Johnson of 
Denver. Frank C. Gowdy, late Republican 
candidate for Governor; A. C. Fellows, gov- 
‘ernment director of the geological survey 
for Colerado and Wyoming; and other State 
leaders are among the Colorado delegation. 
The Nevada delegation is headed by Con- 
gressman Francis G. Newlands. General H. 
G. Otis is in the California delegation. The 
other States are represented by leading citi- 
zens, many of the delegates to the Good 
Roads convention which closed its session 
yesterday remaining over for the irrigation 
convention. 

President Elwood Mead of Wyoming called 
the session to order and announced that 
owing to the illness of Mayor Harrison Dr. 
H. 8. Taylor, City Prosecutor, would extend 
a welcome on the Mayor’s behalf. Dr. Tay- 
lor, evidently not hearing the announcement 
of the President, said. His Honor Mayor 
Harrison, would have esteemed it a great 
privilege to have been present and welcomed 
this congress. Prior and imperative engage- 
ments, however, command his attention else- 
where at this hour.“ Dr. Taylor, who usually 
acts for the Mayor on all such occasions, 
then extended a formal welcome to the dele- 
gates, the response being made by Geerge H. 
Maxwell, chairman of the Executive com- 
mittee. 

Need of National Legislation. 

President Mead in his opening address 
told of the inception of the movement and 
recounted the questions now facing it. In 
speaking of the need of national legislation 

e said: 
** While no question has yet arisen of 
greater importance than the necessity of 
securing such changes as will unite land 
and water under one control, other questions 
besides ceding the public lands to the States 
have finally relegated this to a subordinate 
position. It is now realized that watering 
these deserts is not solely a problem for the 
States, that the nation has certain duties 
and responsibilities, and that there are cer- 

ain questions which require national legis- 

ation and oversight. 

„The need of national laws grows out of 
the fact that in the West it is water and not 
land which is of overshadowing importance. 
Many Western rivers are interstate streams. 
The laws of the States through which they 
flow differ widely in charact while in 
some they are both inadequate a 
The appropriation of these 
rivers under these lax and conflicfing State 
laws threatens to become a fruit 
of litigation and social distu 
some way the conflicting rights and warring 
policies can be reconciled and adjusted.“ 

J. M. Wilson, expert in charge of irriga- 
tion investigations of the Department of 
Agriculture, was the last speaker. He gave 
some of the results of the experiments made 
under his direction.

Board He Is Still Super- 
intendent of Streets. 


HIS TRIAL IS QUESTIONED 


Officials Discover That All the 
Proceedings Were Contrary 
to Civil Service Law. 


APPEAL MADE TO MGANN, 


Michael J. Doherty, the Superintendent ot 
Streets discharged by a verdict of the Civil 
Service commission on Wednesday, Oct. 24, 
in the trial of the Board of Local Improve- 
ments, still remains Superintendent of 
Streets. With the exception of having 
caused the resignation of William Panoch, 
Chief Sidewalk Inspector, the verdict of the 
commission has been fruitiess. How long 
Mr. Doherty will continue to be Superintend- 
ent of Streets is conjectural, but it is pre- 
dicted that he will be in office as long as 
Mayor Harrison. 

A legal snag has caught Mr. Doherty, and 
has saved him from floating out of offica, 
The Civil Service commission, having cone 
ducted the trial upon the charges of Alder 
man Frank Fowler, and having reached a 
verdict discharging the Superintendent of 
Streets and other officials, found that its 
entire procedure had been contrary to the 
civil service law, and that it had no means at 
hand to require Mr. Doherty's dismissal 
from the service. 


Appeal to McGann. 

Commissioner McGann now has been asked 
to help the commission make its verdict 
good by preferring charges against the Su- 
perintendent and thus enabling the commis- 
sioners to hold the trial again and reach @ 
decision which could be enforced. Thus far 
Commissioner McGann has not been able. 
to see his duty in the case. He cannot un- 
derstand that he as President of the board 
which was on trial should take steps to 
ee the decision against one of its mem- 

rs. 

Unless Mr. McGann prefers charges against 
Superintendent Doherty it is held that the 
commission cannot act and Mr. Doherty will 
remain in his position.

Doherty which would form the basis of 
charges,” said Commissioner McGann. “I 
confess I do not understand why I should 
act in the matter. I do not see why I should 
be called upon to untangle the state of af- 
fairs in which the commission has become 
involved.

Successor to Be Named. 

While Commissioner McGann is seeking an 
explanation of his duty the Superintendent 
of Streets continues to hold office. A pre- 
motional examination for the position has

The commissioners say that a little delay in 
the matter is of no consequence, as a tem- 
porary man would have to be appointed any- 
way to occupy the place until the examina- 
tion could be held. 

Whether the Civil Service commission can 
take the initiative in the matter is a ques- 
tion which will not be determined offhand. 
It involves larger problems than the one 
case. If it be decided that the commission 
can act upon charges which reach it in any 
manner, it is held that the time of the com- 
missioners will be occupled largely with hear- 
ings of complaints such as the small dim 
culties of city employment develop in great 
numbers. Such a decision would enlarge the 
jurisdiction of the commission as a judicial 
body. Without such a decision the only way 
to separate Mr. Doherty from his job will 
have to be furnished by Commissi 


Legner Holds On. 

Yesterday was the date designated by the 
Civil Service commission for Secretary 
Louis C. Legner of the Board of Education 
to close his desk and retire from the office, 
President Harris several days ago sent a 
request to the Civil Service commission 
that the time which it had set for the ex- 
piration of r Legner’s services be 
extended fifteen days. No answer has been 
received to his request, and it is not known 
what the action of the commission will be 
now that their notice retiring the secretary 
has not been heeded. The commission did 
not order that Secretary Legner be retired 
from his position, but notified President 
Harris that after Nov. 21 they would not 
certify to his salary; that they were ready 
to certify a successor for the office when 
the board should ask for one. No request

ILLINGIS CENSUS RETURNS. 

The census report of the population of 
Illinois by counties reveals one gratifying 
fact. It is that the tendency toward a de- 
ereasing population shown in some quarters 
ten years ago has been measurably arrested. 
In 1890 twenty-nine counties were returned 
as having a smaller number of inhabitants 
than they had in 1880. This year only six 
counties show a loss as compared with 1870. 
Four of these, being Jersey, Jo Daviess, 
Brown, and Kendall, are Among the losers 
of ten years ago. 

Now that the population by counties is 
known, it is possible to form some definite 
ideas concerning certain features of the 
Senatorial apportionment. The ratio will 
be 94.500. Cook, with its population of 


1,838,785, must be given ninéteen districts. 


More than that it cannot claim. To that 
number it is constitutionally entitled. 
Under the present apportionment each of 
the six counties of St. Clair, La Salle, 
Peoria, Will, Sangamon, and MeLean is a 
Senatorial district by itself. The last three 
of these will not be so fortunate under the 
new apportionment. A county cannot be a 
separate district if its population is less 
than three-fourths of a ratio, which fraction 
will be 75,600. Thethree countiesin question 
have increased their population, but not 
enough to meet the requirements of a ratio, 
which will exceed by nearly 20,000 the 
ratio under the census of 1890. The growth

THE COOK COUNTY ASSESSMENT. 

The statements made to the State Board of 
Equalization day before yesterday by repre- 
sentatives of the Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion cannot have been without effect upon 
the equalizers. They were assured by men 
whom they know and the truthfulness of 
whose assertions they cannot doubt that 
the effect of a considerable increase in the 
Cook County assessment, and consequently 
in taxation, will be to drive from the State 
important factories and some large em- 
ployers of labor. | 

Members of the Chicago Real Estate 
board, speaking on behalf of the real estate 
owners of this city, have explained to the 
State board the hardships which a high 
assessment will entail upon property-own- 
ers. They have laid before the board a list 
of instances where real estate has been dis- 
posed of at a fair sale at prices lower than 
the valuations of the Board of Review, 
which it is demanded by some persons out- 
side of Cook County shall be raised. 

The statements: of the real estate men, 
reinforced by those of leading manufac- 
turers, must have convinced the members 
of the State board that the equities. of the 
ease are altogether on the side of the own- 
ers of Cook County real estate. They did 
not complain of the assessment of 1899, 
though, they knew it. was too high, because 
they did not expect to be taxed more than 
about 1 per cent on the assessed valuation. 
The Supreme Court declared unlawful a 
limitation, without which the law could 
not have passed. The real estate owners ap- 
peal to the State board, whose members are 
acquainted with all the facts in the case, 
not to subject them to confiscatory taxa- 
tion by a serious increase in the assess- 
ment. They are paying now about $35,000,- 
000 a year, or $20.48 for every man, woman, 
and child. That is as much as they can 
stand. | 

Every member of the State board under- 
stands that the school teachers who have 
begun legal proceedings against the board 
are not the representatives of the owners 
of real estate in this city and county 
and are not working for the lowering of 
their assessments. Some of the constituents 
of the country members of the board may 
not understand this, but it is well they 
should. The schoolteachers are devoting 
themselves exclusively to questions con- 
nected with the assessment of certain Chi- 
cago corporations. Whatever the courts 
or the Board of Equalization may determine 
concerning these questions will have nothing 
to do with the real estate valuations. 

It is to be hoped that the board, in deal- 
ing with the latter, will act in accordance 
with equity. It has the power to add 
enormously to the assessment made by the 
Board of Review, but if it uses the power 
the law gives it to make more than a 
small increase in the assessment it will deal 
most harshly with the overburdened real 
estate and industrial interests of this, city 
and county. The indications are at pres- 
ent that the board will act in a manner 
which will earn for it the gratitude of Cook 
County property-owners. | . 


POLITICAL ECONOMY AND ROADS. 

It is stated, on the basis of actual calcula- 
tions, that the value of farm products to the 
producer is reduced 25 per cent by the neces- 
sity of dispatehing them over poor roads— 
an expense which, if obviated; would be 
saved to the consumer in even greater pro- 
portion than to the farmer. The increase 
of $1.25 in the rental value of farm land, 
which it is alleged would be realized in any 
given locality by the substitution of good 
roads for bad roads, should tempt the land- 
owners to work for decent roads. 

Taken in conjunction with these consid- 
erations the fact that our three and a half 
billion miles of roads are, with minor ex- 
ceptions, not only below comparison with 
the roads of Europe but palpably and pain- 
fully inadequate to the demands of com- 
munication in our country, the Good Roads 
convention,-which closed its three days’ ses- 
sion in this city yesterday, becomes an event 
of national scope and of profound economic 
significance. Its delegates, representing a 
membership of nearly 100,000 people scat- 
tered in local organizations over the entire 
country, have come together with the high- 
est motives, and stand for a far-reaching 
movement for internal improvement which 
is as remarkable for its rapid spread as it is 
obviously one of enlightened public policy. 

This movement as an organized effort be- 
gan but five years ago, in a State conference 
on charities, corrections, and good roads, 
called in Missouri. A second conference for 
the same State was held two years later on 
the subject of good roads, and the following 
year the Interstate Good Roads association 
was organized at St. Louis, with something. 
over 2,000 delegates in attendance from 
twenty-two States and some of the Terri- 
tories. From that time forth active work 
has been carried on by this association in 
holding local good roads conventions in dif- 
ferent States, stimulating local organiza- 
tion, disseminating information, and build- 
‘ing sample pieces of model roads. For ex- 
ample, twelve conventions were held in thig 
State last year, fourteen in Wisconsin. 
and a less number in many other States. 
A million pieces of literature were also dis- 


| tributed, and, most effective of all, examples 


of actual road construction aggregating 
twenty-two miles in all were bullt in various 
places. Great interest in the matter has 
been aroused in many States. It has been 
noticed in numerous Governors’ messages 
and State platforms—as well as in the na- 
tional platform of one of the great parties 
and in several States the subject has been 
prominent ‘in the recent campaign. 

The convention which has just adjourned 
had three primary objects in view—namely: 
(1) To organize itself into the National Good 
Roads and Public Improvements associa- 
tion, on a plan adequate for general educa- 
tional work; (2) to constitute a committee 
which shall draft two or three model bills 
for State legislation on the subject and 
shall promote such legislation; and (3) to 
appoint a committee which shall ask Con- 
gress for an appropriation sufficient to ena- 
ble the Department of Agriculture to build 
a sample mile of country road in every 
State of the union during the next year. 
The appropriation by the general govern- 
ment of $8,000 each year since 1893 and 
of $14,000 last year for the promotion of 
good roads is contrasted with the $25,000,- 
000 appropriated two years ago for rivers 
and harbors, and it is contended—certainly

So well 
satisfied is the traction company in question 
that it intends to put those cars on an- 
other of its lines. It has discovered that 
compressed air is a power which can be 
used economically. It is apparent that none 
of the dangers attach to its use which do 
attach to that of electricity. With all the 
precautions which are adopted in the man- 
agement of trolley lines accidents happen 
with painful frequency. 

Efforts are to be made to introduce air 
cars in Missouri, New England, and Ohio. 
They are used here to a limited extent by 
the Union Traction company. In view of 
the fact that they are such a success in 
New York a more extensive use of them in 
Chicago would be expedient. The com- 
panies will not have to go to the Council 
to get permission to use cars run by com- 
pressed air. There will be no objection 
raised to their use in the business dis- 
trict, where the overhead trolley will not 
be tolerated. Then why is it that a wealthy 
corporation like the South Side company 
persists in exposing the men and women 
who use its cable lines to the constant risk 
of such inconvenience as they were put to

President McKinley thinks it is wiser to 
avoid the danger of a break-up of the 
Chinese Empire than to insist on the 
punishment of all the guilty Chinese lead- 
ers in the recent riots, and the majority 
of the American people take the same 
view.

VAGRANTS UNDER THE: STATE LAW. 

It would appear that by invoking the 
State vagrancy law the city authorities 
may easily make it unnecessary to ask 
for any further legislation to aid them in 
their efforts to rid the city of the criminal 
vagrants, who are charged with responsi- 
bility for the present outbreak of crime 
in Chicago. The definition of a vagrant in 
the statute is so broad that it includes 
all classes who could possibly be placed 
under the head of suspects. and the punish- 
ments provided are sufficiently severe to con- 
vince the most hardened offender that Chi- 
cago is not a healthy or pleasant place of 
residence for men of his kind. | 

Under the provisions of the State law 
all persons who are idle and dissolute and 
who go about begging are vagrants; com- 
mon drunkards, railers, and brawlers come 
under the same head, as do all persons 
who are known as thieves, burglars, or pick- 
pockets, and who habitually prow! around 
saloons or other public places. Even per- 
sons who neglect their employment or oc- 
cupation and who do not lawfully provide 
for themselves or their families may be 
arrested and tried as vagrants. — 

Any person arrested as a vagrant under 
this law and found guilty upon trial before 
A golice justice or justice of the peace 
may be sentenced to imprisonment at hard 
labor upon the streets or highways or in 
the jail for a term of not less than ten 
days nor more than six months, in the dis- 
cretion of the court. 

There can be little doubt that a few ar- 
rests under this law with resulting punish- 
ménts by way of labor on the streets would 
drive the great majority of Chicago va- 
grants to work or out of the city. The 
mere fact that a crook has a few dollars 
in his pocket or has friends Who are in- 
fluential in a political way would not save 
him. If, for instance, he is an ex-convict 
who still spends most of his time hanging 
about saloons and other places of the kind 
he might be set to work cleaning the streets, 
though his pockets were lined with money. 
With this law enforced it will be the fault 
of the authorities if vagrants who are also 
criminals are not driven out of the city. 
The statute gives them all the power they 
can ask for. It remains for them to exercise 
it without favor and uninfluenced by polit- 
ical “ pull,“ or other outside considerations. 


IDEAL SELFISHNESS, 

The old adage “ Love will find a way ” is 
not always verified in actual life. Sitting 
Mary,” who died at Columbiana, Ala., the 
other day, furnishes a case in point, Thirty 
years ago “Sitting Mary” had a quarrel 
with her lover and they parted. Thereupon 
she made a vow she would never lea ve her 
chair until she died, and she kept her vow. 
So long as her parents lived she remained 
at home in her chair. When they died she 
was left without means. She refused to 
stir abort and work and the county authori- 
ties were obliged to carry her in her chair 
to the poor farm, in which she remained 
singing to herself that her lover would 
come back. He never came, however, and 
foolish “ Sitting Mary” at last died in her 
chair, much to the relief of every one in the 
institution. |

Her lover upon two or 
three occasions sought a reconciliation, but 
Pheebe was inflexible, whereupon he sensi- 
bly sought another, married, and amassed 
a fortune, leaving Phebe to enjoy her own

Here are two cases, and there are many 
others, where love did not find a way. Per- 
haps it*is just as well for the suitors that 
it did not, for women capable of making 
and keeping such vows as those which 
“Sitting Mary and Phebe made might 
have rendered life a burden for their hus- 
bands. At the first difference in views 
“Sitting Mary” might have taken to her 
chair and Phcebe refused to stir beyond 
the door yard, and they would have found 
themselves tied to two exceedingly unin- 
teresting objects. 

In cases like these, however, is it so 
much love that does not find a way as self- 
love that does?

ERHAPS a sensational novelist will 
some day write a weirder tale. Cer- 
tainly it has not yet been written. The 
chief actor in it sits in front of a desk 
in a little room on the third floor of the 

City Hall and writes O. K. at the bottom of 
specifications for sewers. His name is Rich- 
ard O'Sullivan Burke, and he looks out at the 
world through big gold-rimmed glasses and 
over a highly respectable gray beard. In 
1865 when the war closed he was an officer 
in the federal army. Before and since that 
time he has been first of all an Irishman. 
He is one of those who narrowly escaped 
becoming one of that little band which Irish 
nationalists all the world over hold dear in 
memory as the Manchester martyrs. The 
only reason why he is not a martyr him- 
self is because the English authorities could 
not prove it on him. The leader of the con- 
spiracy which resulted in the execution of 
Allen, Larkin, and O’Brien, he was convicted 
only of complicity in it, and instead of being 
hanged he was sentenced to imprisonment in 
an English prison, where he spent five years 
before coming back to the United States. 
When the war of the rebellion was ended 
in the United States a number of Irishmen 
who had served in the armies of the union 
formed the project of freeing Ireland from 
the English yoke. Branches of the Irish 
brotherhood were formed all over the green 
island, and it was settled that the rebellion 


should commence in 1867. The whole plan 
was engineered by men who had crossed over 
to England after the close of the rebellion, 
and the headquarters of the movement were 
fixed at Manchester, England. In that city, 
in August, 1867, was held one of the strangest 
conventions which ever met. It consisted 
of between 400 and 500 delegates coming from 
all over England, Ireland, and Scotland. 
The delegates were forced to observe the 
greatest secrecy in coming into Manchester 
because the English authorities were al- 
ready aroused to the danger and were on the 
outlook. They came together, however, with- 
out being detected, and met one Sunday 
evening in the chapel of a Roman Catholic 
church in the city. So secretly were all the 
arrangements made that the priest at that 
time in charge of the church had not the 
slightest idea of what was going on. At that 
meeting a commander-in-chief for the forces 
of the rebellion was chosen. The choice fell 
upon Colonel Kelly, an ex-officer of the union 
army, who is now living in New York City, 
where he is employed in the custom-hotse. 
A few weeks afterward Colonel Kelly and 
Captain Dacey, another American officer in- 
terested in the movement, were arrested by 
the English police on suspicion while on 
their way home late at night from a meeting 
of the executive council of the proposed re- 
bellion. Kelly, when arrested, gave the 
name of Williams and Dacey adopted the 
alias of White. The two were locked up in 
Bellevue jail, outside Manchester, to await 
investigation and possible identification. 
Immediately after these arrests the execu- 
tive council of the revolutionary movement, 
consisting of one representative for Eng- 
land, one for Scotland, two for Ireland, and 
one for America, met and elected Colonel 
Burke, the present Superintendent of Sewers 
in Chicago, to act as commander-in-chief. 
He at once began to lay plans for the rescue 
of Kelly and Dacey from the English prison. 
Finally it was arranged by the English 
authorities that the two suspects should be 
taken to the courthouse at Manchester on 
Sept. 18, 1867, for preliminary hearing. Im- 
mediately the Irish revolutionists in the city 
seized upon the day as that which offered the 
greatest chance for the rescue of their com- 
rades. It was first decided that three men 
should be detailed for extra hazardous duty 
at the Manchester courthouse. O'Bolgerand 
Ryan, both of whom are at present in Chi- 
cago, were two of the men who volunteered. 
Colonel Burke was the third. They were to 
attend the trial and to give notice to their col- 
leagues when the trial was over and the pris“ 
oners started back to Bellevue jail. 
Meanwhile a rescue party of fifteen men, 
commanded by Captain O'Brien and Captain 
Condon, was posted at various points along 
the Hyde road, along which the prisoners 
would be taken on their way back to prison. 
All these men were armed to the teeth and 
had genéral instructions not to imperil life 
unless it became necessary for the success of 
the enterprise. Then they were not to hesi- 
tate. As offering the best chance for a suc- 
cessful attack a point on the Hyde road had 
been selected a little distance outside of Man- 
chester where a raijroad track crossed the 
road on an embankment perhaps twenty feet 
in height. Behind this embankment and at 
other places along the road the rescue party 
was posted. 

At the trial of Kelly and Dacey at the Man- 
chester courthouse a witness was produced 
who positively identified them under their 
proper names as dangerous Irish revolu- 
tionists, and they were ordered back to 
prison. The courthouse was packed with 
people while the trial was in progress, and 
at its conclusion the police made a raid on 
the crowd, and arrested every man who ap- 
peared at all suspicious. Among those 80 
temporarily detained was Colonel Burke. 
As soon as the identification had been com- 
pleted and it was certain that Kelly and 
Dacey would be sent back to jail, Ryan and 
O’Bolger left the courtroom, thus es- 
caping the police dragnet. They waited out- 
side in a hired cab until the two prisoners 
under a heavy guard were locked in the van, 
and then they started out aléng the Hyde 
road to notify the rescue party that their 
men were on the way. 
Meanwhile Colonel Burke had finally suc- 
ceeded in convincing the police that he was 
an innocent spectator, and had started ina 
cab after the prison van containing the 
prisoners. 

In and outside the prison van conveying 
Kelly and Dacey were between ten and 
fifteen armed guards. It was about 4 o'clock 
on the afternoon of Sept. 18, 1867, when it 
drove out of Manchester on the Hyde road 
on the way to Bellevue jail. O' Bolger and 
Ryan, driving ahead in their cab, had al- 
ready signaled the rescue party that it was 
coming. As the van under the rail- 
road embankment a couple of shots disabled 
the horses, and the guards who had been 
stationed inside poured out to the assistance 
of their comrades outside.

CHURCH SPLIT IN FOND DU LAC.

Oshkosh, Wis., Nov. 21. —{Special,]—The se- 
cession of Trinity Episcopal Church of this 
city, the largest Episcopal church in the Dio- 
cese of Fond du Lac, and thé splitting up of 
the diocese, seems imminent and inevitable.
